.Still later, during the Italian off- 


ensive on the Piave, Lord Cavan, in 
chi'.rgc of the M army, fearing that 
after his detachments got across the 
river, the bridges might lie blown up 
and the troops cut off from supplies, 
arranged to feed 'them by airplanes. 
In rfiis case it was planned to drop 
the packages of food by menus of 
S7im!l parachutes let 1'oose from the 
airplanes. 
Although every prepara- 


tion was made to this end, -the Eng- 
lish and Italians were 
fortunately 


able to keep the bridges across the 
'Piave and the lines of communica- 
tion open. 


For the airplanes that will 'be nec- 


essary for the new service for feed-
